in  Africa. 

Hence  the  cold  northern  and  fouthcrfi 
hemifpheres  could  not  be  inhabited  by 
wen  till  fuch  time  as  they  were  formed 
into  conliderable  foeieties,  able  to  afli^ 
each  other,  and  till  they  had  acquired 
fuch  a  knowledge  of  inftruments  and 
mechanics,  as  to  be  at  lead  able  to  build 
houfes  with  mud  or  clay  walls,  covered 
with  branches  of  trees,  and  thatched 
with  draw,  reeds,  &c.  of  which  ther^are 
thoufa'ids  to  this  very  day ;  but,  as  all 
animals  arc  placed  in  fuch  latitudes  ars 
are  proper  for  tfaeir  different  natures, 
both  the  cold  northern  and  fouthern  re¬ 
gions  might  be  provided  with  land  anf- 
mals,  fifh  and  fowl,  as  at  this  day:  and 
it  feems  alfo. probable  that  thofe  cold  re¬ 
gions  could  not  be  inhabited  by  men  tifl 
they  had  gradually  found  by  experieUeb 
that  animal  food  was  more  proper  in 
cold  climates  than  vegetables  alone,  and 
bad  procured  inftruments  to  kill  their 
prey  in  hunting.

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him.  There  vr^ined  us  fever-il  more  of 
our  captains,  and  fome  of  their  men  al¬ 
io.  His  lordlliip  finding,  that  by  the 
addition  of  theie  iu)blcmtn  and  gentie- 
men,  with  their  tiuopers,  his  numbers 
V  tre  increafed  to  near  400  horfemen,  he 
thi.ught  it  proper  to  fend  them  to  gene¬ 
ral  Middleton,  that  fo  they  might  not  be 
wanting  in  their  duty  ti)  the  king’s  fer* 
xice  where  ocafiou  might  offer.  Accor* 
dtnylv  they  went  and  joined  the  general. 
Lord  Glencairn  contracted  a  violent  flux, 
»)>  winch  he  w  is  in  gicatdangrr,  fothat 
we  all  thought  he  would  have  died. 
Tins  obliged  us  to  make  but  Ihort  jour* 
iii^s.  'i'hrre  were  tuHie  with  him  but  a 
few  gentlemen  and  his  own  tervaiits. 
We  came  at  laft  to  Leven,  and  ftald  at 
the  raltle  of  Roledoe,  belonging  to  the 
hird  of  Luts.  His  lordlhip  was  flill 
catcful  in  fending  officer.-'  to  different 
places,  to  lew  men  out  of  the  Low¬ 
land;;  and,  within  a  month’s  time,  he 
liad  cot  together  about  200  horfe. 

VVe  had  left  Middleton,  the  general, 
in  Sutherland,  in  the  month  of  April, 
toward  the  Utter  end  thereof;  he  imme¬ 
diately  after  marched  toCaithnefs,  where 
he  expected  more  forces  to  join  him, 
both  from  lord  Staforth  and  lord  l^eay, 
as  alfo  others,  which  Munro  allured 

•  him  of;  but  he  was  difappointed  of  them 
all. 

He  then  marched  towards  the  fouth 
country  to  .iv«iid  general  Monk,  who 
'  now  had  the  command  in  Scotlaiul,  and 

*  had  ordered  Morgan  to  marcli  with  w  hat 
forces  could  Ih*  fpared  out  of  the  garri- 

'  Tons.  M  ink  marched  hi«  army  north, 
nntl  joined  Morgan  in  tlie  fliire  of  Aber¬ 
deen.  They  then  maicheel  to  the  High¬ 
lands,  but  ill  different  bodies,  yet  fo  as 
they  fiioultl  .dwavs  be  within  a  day’s 
march  of  each  o»her. 

Middleton,  with  the  king’s  army, 
carre  t»»  the  title  of  Lochgarie,  where,  at 
a  fmall  village,  he  wis  rcfolved  to  encamp 
all  n’ght;  but  Morgan,  by  his  good  for¬ 
tune,  reached  the  fame  place  liefore  the 
king’s  army,  who  had  no  intelligence 
where  their  enemies  were,  till  the  van¬ 
guard  was  fired  upon  by  Morgan’s  «>nter 
guard.  The  KngHfli  troop  were  the  van 
of  the  king’s  army  :  there  was  no  ground 
there  on  which  they  could  draw  up;  for 
on  the  one  hand  was  the  loch,  ainl  on 
the  other  it  w.as  fo  marfhy,  that  no  horfe 
was  able  to  ride  tt ;  and  on  the  way  by 
the  loch,  two  or  three  at  moff  were  all 
'  that  CNHild  ride  A-brcaft.  The  general 


Middleton  finding  this,  ordered  thr  afu 
my  to  face  about ;  fo  that  the  van,  who 
were  the  Engliffi  gentkmen,  bccamr  the 
tear.  They  behaved  thcmfelvcs  verf 
gallantly,  but  were  very  hard  prefftd 
by  Morgan,  who  fell  upon  the  gengral’c 
baggage,  where  w’hs  his  commiffiun  and 
all  hi.>>  papers. 

Morgan  purfued  fo  hotly,,  that  at  laft 
he  (ibliged  Middleton’s  army  to  run  at 
faff  as  they  could.  There. was  no  great 
llaughter;  for,  before  they  had  pafTed 
the  loch,  night  came  on.  Everyman 
then  Ihifted  for  hiinfelf,  and  went  where 
he  beft  liked.  The  general  went  eflf  with 
a  few;  w'herc  he  went  to  1  can  give  no 
account;  only  he  no  more  took  the  field, 
but  flioitly  w'cnt  over  to  his  mafjefty  m 
Flanders, 

Many  of  the  earl  of  Glcncairn’s  men 
who  had  been  at  Lochgarie,  came 'and 
offered  their  fervices  to  him  at  Rofydoet 
but  he  faid  to  them,  “  Gentlemen,  1  ite 
the  king’s  interclt  in  Scotland  is  now 
broken,  the  king’s  army  being  fo  fhanafr 
fully  loll  as  it  hath  been:  and  as  I  afa 
now  in  a  very  bad  (late  of  health,  lam  re- 
folved  to  capitulate  with  the  enemy,  for 
.myfelf  and  ihofe  that  are  with  me;  and, 
.if  you  pleafe,  you  fliall  be  included  iii  the 
.‘capitulation.  Confider  of^this,  gentle¬ 
men,  and  give  me  your  anfwer  to*naor- 
rovv,  that  I  may  know'  for  how*  manyi 
am  to  capitulate;  in  the  mean  time  you 
mav  go  to  the  etuarters  I  have  appointed 
for  you.” 

The'officers  the  next  day  w'aited^oD 
his  lordlhip,  and  told  him,  that  as  they 
had  at  firlt  joined  him  to  ferve  the  king, 
and  as  they  underftood  from  him,  that 
they  could  not  at  prefent  do  his  majeffy 
any  fervice,  they  were  all  w'illing  to  ac* 
-cept  of  whatever  terms  bis  lordffiip 
Ihonld  make  for  them. 

Ilis  lordfiiip  immediately  fent  commit 
fioncrs  to  capitulate  with  Monk,,  who  at 
that  time  reiided  at  Ikilkeith  ;  aud  it 
was  3  full  month  before  the  bufinefs  vfH 
clofcd.  The  trea^  was  once  intireJjT 
br*»ken  off';  on  which  lii.s  lordlhip;  wttn 
w.xs  informed  that  a  p.arty  of  'horfe  and 
di*:»goons  were  quartered  in  Dumbartna, 
refolved  to  beat  up  their  quarters;  We 
bad  an  outer  guard  at  a  fin'd  within  four 
miles  of  Dumbarton,  which  we  kept  in 
imiTcITion  during  the  month  that-  we  laf 
in  tbofe  parts.  My  lord  ■  ordered  two 
hundred  of  his  hell  horfe,  under  Ibe 
command  of  Sir  George  Maxwell 
Newark,  his  lieutenaat-coloBe]>.to  epafr 
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e  river  where  the  faid  outer  guard  Was, 
i«rKl,  as  foon  as  he  fhould  crofs,  to  ride 
on  at  a  gallop  to  the  town.  This  was 
to  be  done  about  one  in  the  afternoon, 
when  the  enemy  w’crc  judged  to  be  at 
I'elinner.  This  was  accordingly  done  to 
go(»d  purpofe :  thofc  of  the  enemy  that 
-could  fled  to  the  Caftlc;  between  thirty 
aiTi'J  forty  of  them  were  killed,  and  a- 
bove  twenty  were  made  prifoners. 

All  the  horfes  belonging  to  both  hofrfe* 
men  and  dragoons  were  taken  :  we  like- 
fe  brought  away  with  us  two  hundF<kl 
oads  o<*  corn  out  of  the  town. 

As  foon  as  the  news  of  this  defeat 
a  me  to  general  Monk’s  knowledge,  he 
mediately  brought  on  the  capitulation 
gain;  which  was  Toon  happily  conclu- 
d  on,  and  he  agreed  to  much  more 
voHrable  terms  than  before  this  he 
ould  coiulclcend  to  grant. 

The  conditions  were,  that  all  the  of- 
ers  and  foldiers  (liould  be  indemnified 
to  fheir  lives  and  fortunes,  and  that 
y  ihould  have  pafles  delivered  to  each 
•fecure  their  fafety  in  travelling  thro* 
c  country  to  their  own  jefpe^ivc 
mes,  they  doing  nothing  prejudicial 
the  prefent  government.  The  ofli- 
rs  were  to  be  allowed  all  their  horfes 
nd  arms,  to  be  difpofed  of  as  they  plca- 
rd ;  they  were  alfo  to  have  the  liberty 
f  wearing  their  fwords  when  they  tra* 
elled  through  the  country.  I'he  com- 
on  foldiers  were  allowed  to  fell  their 
orfes;  they  were  obliged  to  deliver  up 
heir  arms,  but  it  w'as  ordained  that  they 
ere  to  receive  the  full  value  for  them, 
8  it  Ihould  be  flx^d  by  tw'o  officers  of 
ord  Glencairn’s,  and  two  of  general 
onlc*8.  All  which  particulars  were 
unfhially  performed  by  the  general, 
wo  long  tables  were  placed  upon  the 
reen  below  the  caftle,  at  which  all  the 
icn  received  their  paffes,  and  the  com- 
on  foldiers  the  money  for  their  arms. 
This  happened  upon  the  4th  day  of 
Ifptember  1654.  The  earl  of  Gicncairn 
hat  fame  night  crofled  the  water,  and 
ame  to  his  oum  houfe  of  finlayftoun. 

TV  the  Publisher  of  the  Weekly

'  and  is  to  charitable  as  to  wiih,  that  the 
fame  may  be  as  fatisfadory  to  me.  lam 
obliged  to  him  for  his  good  wifbes,  but 
cannot  prevail  with  myfclf  to  think  that 
there  is  any  merit  in  credulity;  and 
muft  beg  leave  to  acquaint  Mr  A.  B. 
.that  his  elucidation'docs  not  in  the  leaft 
enlighten  me,  nor  appears  in  any  degree 
^ati^tadory,  ^ 

Mr  A.  B.  alledges,  that,  by  the  child*s 
eating  of  butter  and  honey,  is  to  be  un- 
derftood  his  being  fed  as  other  children  ; 
and  that  he  was  to  bc'a  real  man,  not  a 
fantafiical  appearance,  as  fome  heretics, 
who  denied  the  humanity  of  the  Meffiah, 
ibolifhly  imagined.

•  fons,  .much  Icfs  for  infants,  Mr  A-  B*8 
interpretation  (eems  to  make  the  fenfe 
of  the  paflage  very  jejune  and  unmean¬ 
ing;  for,  to  what  purpofe  fliould  the 
prophet  tell  Abac,  that  the  child  behoved 
to  eat  in  order  to  promote  his  growth, 
when  all  the  world  acknowledges  the 
nccclfity  of  eating  in  order  to  growth  ? 
And  if  it  was  intended  to  obviate  an  opi¬ 
nion  broached  many  ages  afterwards  by 
fome  heretics,  that  our  Saviour^was  not 
a  real  man,  but  only  a  fantaftical  ap¬ 
pearance,  it  does  not  appear  that  it  could 
be  in  any  degree  eiledual  for  that  pur¬ 
pofe;  for  why  might  there  not  be  a  fan- 
taftical  appearance  of  eating,  as  well  as 
of  a  human  body  ?

Anecdotfs  of  the  private  Life  of 
//•e*  K I N  G  <?/ Pr u s  s  I A  :  From  Bur¬ 
ney’s  prefent  fate  of  Mtjic  in 
Germany,  juji  puhitf^ed. 

Dr  Burney  having  been  invited  by 
fornc  of  his  majelty’o  band  to  aflift 
at  a  private  concert  of  the  king  of  Pruf- 
fia  at  Sans  Souci,  gives  the  following  ac- 
•count  of  that  entertainments 

‘  I  was  carrieti  thither  between  five 
^nd  iix  r»’cK>ck*in  the  evening  by  an  offi¬ 
ce  i  of  the  houfchold,  a  privileped  perfon  • 
•otherwise  it  would  have  been  impoffible 
for  a  ftraiigtr,  like  myfelf,  to  gain  ad 
nrtfli.ni  into  a  palace  w'herc  the  king  re¬ 
sides;  and,  even  with  my  well-known 
guide,  I  underwent  a*  fevere  examina- 
tiou,  nt>t  only  at  going  out  of  the  gates 
of  Potl'd.iin,  but  at  every  door  of  the 
palace.  When  we  arrived  at  the  vefti- 
bule,  we  were  met  by  M.  dc  Cntt,  lec¬ 
turer  to  his  majefty,  and  member  of  the 
royal  academy,  to  whom  I  had  been 
furnifhed  with  a  letter,  who  very  polftc- 
1y  attended  my  conductor  and  me  the 
wh('Ie  evening. 

“  I  was  carried  to  one  of  the  interior 
•apartments  of  the  palace,  in'  which  the 
gentlemen  of  the  king’s  band  were  wait¬ 
ing  for  his  commands.  This  apartment 
was  contiguous  to  the  concert- room, 
where  I  could  diffinflly  hear  his  majefty 
pjadifing  Solfeggi  on  the  flute,  and 
cxcrcifing  himfelf  in  difficult  paflages, 
previous  to  his  calling  in  the  band. 
Here  1  met  with  M.  Benda,  who  was 
io  obliging  as  to  introduce  me  to  M. 
Quantz.  '  -  '

he  told  me,  that  his  majefty  and  fcholar 
played  no  other  concertos  than  thofe 
which  he  had  ekprefsiy  compofcd’for  his 
life,  which  amounted  to  three  hundred, 
and  thefc  he  performed  in  rotation.  This 
exclufivc  attachment  to  the  productions 
^  his  old  mafter  may  appear  fomewUat 


contracted ;  however,  it  implies  a  co|^- 
ftancy  of  difpoiition  but  rarely  to  be 
found  among  princes.  The  compofi- 
tions  of  the  twoGrauns,  and  of  Quantz. 
have  been  in  favour  with  his  Piuffiah 
majefty  more  than  forty  years;  and  if  ft 
be  true,  as  many  alTert,  that  inufic  has  de¬ 
clined  and  degenerated  fincc  that  tim^ 
in  which  the  Scarlattis,  Vincis,  Leos, 
Pcrgolttis,  and  Porporas  flonrifhed,  aa 
well  as  the  greateft  finders  that  modern 
times  have  iLnown,  it  is  an  indication  oT 
a  found  judgment,  and  of  a  great  dil.- 
cernment  in  his  majefty,  to  adhere  thus 
firmly  to  the  produftions  of'^  period^ 
which  may  be  called  the  Auguftan  age 
of  muGc;  to  ftem  the  torrent  of  caprich 
and  faffiion  with  fuch  unffiaken  cbnftan- 
cy,  is  fKiflTeffing  a  kind  of  fet  fof  by 
which  Apollo  and  his  fogs  arejpreyented 
from  funning  riot,  or  cHangfng'  fron^ 
good  to  bad,  and  from  bad  to  worie. 

“  Thefc  reflections,  which  occurred  tgi 
me  while  1  ‘  was  converling  with  M. 
Q^antz,  were  interrupted  by  the  arrival 
ot  a  nieffienger  from  the  .king,  command¬ 
ing  tire  gentle rnen  of  his  band  to  attend 
him  in  the  hezt  room. 

The  concert  began  by  a  German 
flute  concerto,  in  which  hfs  majefty  exe¬ 
cuted  the  folo  parts  with  great  precifion; 
his  embouchure  was  clear  ar^  even,  his 
finger  brilliant,  and  bis  tafte  pure  and 
Ample.  I  was  much  pleafed,  and  cvea 
furprifed,  with  the  ncatnefs  of  his  exe¬ 
cution  in  the  allegros^  as  well  as  by  his 
expreffion  and  feeling  in  the  adagio^ 
in  ftiort,  his  performance  fiirpafTed,  in 
many  particulars,  any  thing  1  had  ever 
heard  among  the  Dilettanti^  or  even 
profclTors  His  majefty  played  three  long 
and  difficult  coucertos  fucceffively,  and 
all  with  equal  perfedion. 

'  “  It  rhutl  be  owned,  that  many  of  the 
plages  in  thefc  pWces  of  M  Quantz 
are  now  become  oul  and  corhmon ;  but 
this  docs  not  prove  thCir  deficiency  in 
novelty  when  they  were  firft  compofed* 
as  fomc  of  them  have  been  midc  more 
than  forty  years ;  and  though  M.  QuantZ 
has  not  been  permitted  to  pubfifb^cm, 
as  they  were  originally  compofed  for  his 
majefty,  and  have  ever  fincc  been  appro¬ 
priated  to  his  ufr,  yet,  in  a  feries  of 
years,  other  compofers  have  hit  upon 
the  fame  thoughts.  It  u  w'ith  mufic  as 
with  delicate  wines,  which  not  only  l^e- 
comc  flat  rfnd  irifipid  when  expofed  tci 
the  air,  but  which  are  injured  by  txme» 
however  well  kept. 
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“  M.  Q^nntz  bore  no  other  part  in 
the  pi'rtortoan<'c  the  concertos  ol  ti)- 
Tiipht,  than  to  give  the  time  with  the 
motion  of  h\>  hand  at  the  l>eginning  of 
each  inoviment.  except  now  and  then  to 
cry  t>nt,  hfj'jo!  to  his  rt)y.il  Ictiolar,  at 
ih*.  »iul  «*r  the  lo!o  parts  and  dotes, 
Avhich  ieeiO'*  t*»  l»c  a  privilege  allowed  to 
VO  f’thrr  rnii*V«.iM  <»1  the  band.  T  he 
cadfrees  which  Itls  m  ule  were 

go*Kl,  but  very  long  and  ihidietl.  It  is

ON  Monday  the  5th  of  June  1769,  wf 
kept  hia  majefty’s  birih-day;  fii»r, 
tlu'ugh  it  i'l  the  4th,  we  were  unwilling 
to  celebrate  it  duripg  the  abfenre  of  thi 
two  pulics  who  had  bfen  lent  out  td 
ohferve  the  tranfil.  We  had  feveral  of 
the  Indian  chiefs  at  our  entertainment,  • 
who  drank  his  majcAv’s  health  by  the 
r.ame  of  Kilikargo,  which  was  the  ncareft 
imitation  they  could  produce  of  king

Ab.-ut  this  time  oud  an  old  woman 
f»f  tome  rank,  who  was  related  to  To- 
mio,  which  gave  us  an  opportunity  to 
Ite  how  thev  difpofed  <.f  the  body,  and 
contirmed  us  in  our  >p.nion,  that  .thcfe 
people,  c.-nlrary  to  the  prefent  cullodl 
of  all  other  naiions  now  known,  never 
bury  their  dead  In  the  middle  of  a 
fmall  Iquare,.  oeatly  railed  in  with  bam¬ 
boo,  the  awning  of  a  canoe  was  raifed 
upon  two  puft«,and  under  this  the  body 
waj*  depofited  upon  fuch  a  frame  as  has 
bcioie  I'cen  dcfcribed:  It  w’as  covered 
\Mth  fine  cloth,  and  near  it  was  placed 
bread,  fruit,  fifli,  and  other  proviiloQH 
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IWc  fiippoftd  th^t  the  food  wa#  placed 
llicre  for  the  fpirit  of  the  deceafed,  and 
\^n!'e(]ijently  that  thefe  Indians  had  fomc 
(mfufed  notion  of  a  feparate  ftate;  but, 
ipon  our  applying  for  further  inff>rma- 
tit>n  to  Tiibourai  Tamaide,  he  told 
;liat  the  food  was  placed  there  as  an  of¬ 
fering  to  their  gods.  They  do  not, 
however,  fuppofe  that  the  gods  eat,  any 
more  than  the  Jews  fuppofed  that  Jeho- 
•ah  could  dwell  in  a  houi'e:  The  offer¬ 
ing  is  made  here  upon  the  fame  prin- 
:iple  as  the  temple  was  built  at  Jerufa- 
|em,  as  an  expreffion  of  reverence  and 
;ratitude,  and  a  folicitation  of  tlie  more 
[mmediate  prefence  of  the  Deity.  In 
the  fr  mt  of  the  area  was  a  kind  of  ftile, 
here  the  relations  of  thedeceafed  flood 
to  pay  the  tribute  i>f  their  forrow  ;  and 
iiuler  the  awning  were  innumerable 
[fnall  pieces  of  cloth,  on  which  the  tears 
ind  blo^fd  of  the  mourners  had  been 
hed;  for,  in  their  paroxyfms  of  grief,  it 
an  iiniverfal  cuftom  to  wound  them- 
“Ivcs  with  the  Ihark’s  tooth.  Within  a 
rew  yards  tw'O  occafional  houfes  were 

[et  up,  in  one  of  which  fonie  relations  of 
he  deceafed  .conftantly  refided,  and  in 
the  other  the  chief  mourner,  who  is  al¬ 
ways  a  man,  and  who  keeps  there  a  very 
ingular  drefs,  in  which  a  ceremony  is 
Krformed  that  will  l>e  delcribed  in  its 
(urn.  Near  the  place  where  the  dead 
ire  thus  let  up  to  rot,  the  bones  are  af¬ 
terwards  buried.

(hefe  people  the  cuftom  of  expnbng  their 
le^'d  above  ground,  till  the  flefh  is  con- 
fumed  by  putrefaction,  and  then  burying 
hie  hones,  it  is  perhaps  impoflible  to 
;uefs ;  l)ut  it  is  remarkable,  that  ^lian 
mil  Apollonius  Khtniiiis  impute  a  hmilar 
‘raCtiee  to  the'  antient  inhabitants  of 
'olchis,  a  country  near  Pontus  in  Alia, 
u)w  called  Mingrclia;  except  that  among 
Ihcm  this  manner  of  difpoiing  of  the  dead 
lid  not  extend  to  both  fexes:  the  wo- 
Jnen  they  buried;  but  the  men  they 
vrapped  in  a  hide,  and  hung  up  in  the 
lirbv  a  chain.  This  praClicc  among  the 
Colchians  is  referred  to  a  religious’cau'c. 
The  principal  objects  of  their  wotihip 
vere  the  Earth  and  the  Air;  and  it  is 
[iippofcd  that,  in  confequence  of  fomd 
fiiperditious  notion,  they  devoted  their 
dead  to  both.  Whether  the  natives  of 
L^tahcitc  had  any  notion  of  the  Time 
iiud,  wc  were  never  able,  certainly  to 
lictcrnriine;  but  wc  rrx)n  di (covered  that 
liic  lepofitorieti  of  their  dead  were  alfo 
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places  of  worlhip.  Upon  this  occahon 
it  may  be  obferved,  that  nothing  can  be 
more  abfurd  than  the  notion  that  the 
happinefs  or  mifery  of  a  future  life  de¬ 
pends,  in  any  degree,  upon  the  difpt»(v- 
tion  of  the  body,  whtn  the  ila»e  of  pro¬ 
bation  is  pad;  yet  that  nothing  is  more 
general  than  a  folicitude  about  it.  How¬ 
ever  cheap  we  may  hold  any  funeral 
rites  w'hich  cullom  has  not  familiarized, 
or  fuj>erllition  rendered  facred,  moll  men 
gravely  deliberate  how  to  prevent  their 
body  from  being  broken  by  the  mattock; 
and  devouve<l  by  the  worm,  when  it  ia 
no  longer  capable  of  fenfation ;  and  pur-* 
chafe  a  place  for  it  in  holy  ground,  when 
they  believe  the  lot  of  its  future  cxillencfc 
to  be  irrevocably  determined.  So  flrong 
is  the  alfociation  of  pleating  or  painful 
ideas  with  cert<iin  opinions  and  anions 
which  affedl  us  while  we*  live,  that  wc 
involuntarily  ad  as  if  it  was  equally  cer¬ 
tain  that  they  would  atfed  U8  in  the 
fame  manner  w'hen  wc  arc  dead,  though 
this  is  ail  opinion  that  nobody  will  main¬ 
tain.  Thus  it  happens,  that  the  dclire 
of  prelcrving  from  repr<»ach  even  the 
name  that  we  leave  behind  us,  or  of  pro¬ 
curing  it  honour,  is  one  of  the  moft 
powerful  principles  of  adion  arnong  the 
inhabitants  of  the  mod  fpeculativc  and 
enlightened  nations.  Pollhumous  repu¬ 
tation.  upon  every  principle,  mull  be  ac» 
knowleilgcd  to  have  no  influence  upoA 
the  dead;  yet  the  defire  of  obtaining 
and  fecuring  it,  no  force  of  reaf<?n,  no 
habits  of  thinking  can  fubdiic,  except  in 
thole  whom  habitual  bafenefs  and  guilt 
have  rendered  indifferent  to  honour  and 
(hame  while  they  lived.  Thia  indeed 
feenis  to  be  among  the  happy  imperfec¬ 
tions  of  our  nature,  upon  which  the  ge¬ 
neral  good  of  fociety  in  a  certain  meafure 
depends ;  for,  as  fome  crimes  arc  fuppo¬ 
fed  to  be  prevented  by  hanging  the 
of  the  criminal  in  chains  after  he  is  dead^ 
fo,  in  conftx]uence  the  fame  affocia- 
tion  of  ideas,  much  good  is  procured  to 
feicty,  and  ra  ich  evil  prevented,  by  a 
defirc  of  preventing  difgrace,  or  procu¬ 
ring  honour  to  a  name,  when  nothing 
but  a  name  remains. 

Perhaps  no  better  ufe  can  he  made  of 
reading  an  account  of  manners  altru^ctheif 
new,  by  which  the  follies  and  abftJrdities 
of  mankind  arc  taken  out  of  that  pani-* 
cuUr  connexion  in  which  habit  has  re¬

On  Tuefday  evening  Mr  Henderfon, 
of  Fludyer-ftreet,  received  a  pacquet 
from  his  fon,  a  captain  now  abroad,  in¬ 
forming  him,  that  the  Aurora  frigate  is 
now  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  That 
fome  years  ago  the  Aurora  being  on  its 
patfage  with  the  India  fupervifors  on 
bjard,  between  St  Helena  and  the  Cape, 
the-men  mutinied,  and,  after  killing  cap- 
t  i.n  Lee,  and  the  mares,  the  fupervifors, 
&c  fteered  for  the  South  Seas,  where 
tht  \  have  been  ever  tince  committing  the 
grearert  aCts  of  piracy  and  cruelty  on 
the  Spaniards;  that  lately  two  Dutch 
n.en  of  war  appearing  in  thofe  fcas,  the 
Am  ora  fell  down  on  them  (imagining 
t’r  cm  to  be  Indiamen),  and,  after  a  def- 
jKiaie  engagement,  wa^  obliged  to  ftrike 
to  the  Dutch  men  of  war;  that  on  fend¬ 
ing  intelligence  to  admiral  Harland  of 
the  particulars,  ht  has  ordered  the 
llawkt  (loop,  well  manned,  to  fail  for 
the  Cape,  and  conduct  the  pirates  to 
England  to  receive  their  juft  reward.-^ 
'i'hc  value  on  board  her  amounts  to  more 
than  the  Manilla  ranlom.  ' 

The  rep<  ft  of  the  Aurort  fngate  be¬ 
ing  found  pirating,  gains  but  little  cre¬ 
dit  among  the  intelligent  in  Eaft-India 
matters.  "It  is  very  well  known,  that 
the»’e  is  no  account  of  fuch  a  material 
piece  (»f  information  from  captain  Rid- 
d;ll,  either  in  his  letters  to  the  diredors 
or  his  friends;  and*  it  is  not  probable  that 
he  would  have  omitted  it,  had  there 
been  any  degree  of  truth  in  it,  or  if  it
